WORTH CONSIDERING. 
Col. J. C. McNealus, editor of the 
Dallas Democrat, and one of th*- best 
known politicians in Texas frequent­ 
ly says things well worth considering. 
In the last issue of the Democrat. 
Col. McNealus says: 
“During the three months that ha’', e 
intervened since September 
I, 1918. 
most generous rains have fallen in all 
sections of Texas. 
The blighted acres 
of the three years’ drouth period 
are 
now soaked deeply with the gloriou- 
moisture of Nature. 
But that is the 
condition of now ! 
W hat wjll be the 
cnodition of one year from now, or two 
years from now, or three years from 
new'?

past 
ninety clays im­ 
measurable volumes of flood waters 
have bee# permitted to run away,

a policy of flood-water 
conservation, 
through a system of State‘Created im­ 
poundment and irrigation, 
were 
in 
force in Texas at this time, the flood 
waters that have run away during the 
past ninety days would be sufficient to 
tide over the “drouthy sections 
for 
perhaps as long a period of time a- 
three years. 
I have studied and a*l\ocated along 
this line of reasoning for more than 
a quarter of a century. 
As a news­ 
paper man and as a legislator, I have 
endeavored to impress this a> a public 
policy. 
It gratifies me to see that re­ 
cruits are coming to the plan. 
One of the most convincing argu­ 
ments that can be put forth for

new* Constitution for Texas is empha­ 
sized in this flood-water conservation j 
necessity. 
Little can he done that 
practical or substantial under the pr* 
ent Constitution. Provision should

as one hundred million or two hundred 
million dollars rn flood-wat* r conser­ 
vation and distributing facility 
. 
It 
would pay the State as a business pro­ 
position. to -ay nothing of the bless­ 
ings to humanity, to establish thi- pol­ 
icy. 
A half-billion dollars worth of 
additional agricultural produce w mid 
be annually added to the wealth 
of 
Texas, if such a policy should be in- i 
telligenty inaugurated and made per- , 
manent. 
The thirty-sixth legislature will -oon 
be assembled at Austin. 
I shall again 
launch my efforts for the calling of a 
constitutional convention. 
I feel sure 
of success in the legislature. 
I appeal 
for all the help I can get, both in-id** 
and outside 
the 
law-making 
hall-. 
Whenever a constitutional convention 
shall be held, I feel sure that le x n - 
will be shoved forward at least a hun­ 
dred years in material progr*

Dallas, Texas, Dec. 
3. — Joseph 
Kirsch of the State Council 
of De­ 
fense, is in -receipt of a telegram from 
Adjutant General Harris in which the 
field divisions are requested to ask 
their states to continue the legal aid 
committees to give legal aid to so l­ 
diers returning from the army, under 
the civil relief act. The telegram states 
that legal aid in the demobilization of 
th*' army is far greater than in the 
period of mobilization. 
Under the civil relief act, soldiers 
are protected from litigation only 
so 
long as he is in the military service. 
In the eyes of the law, he becomes a 
civiliain two months before he is re­ 
quired to eea-o wearing the uniform 
and must act promptly in order to sc 
cure the full protection of the civil 
relief. 
Many soldiers who enlisted at the 
beginning of the war, or who were or­ 
dered to camp under the selective 
draft, were compelled to leave their 
cuminuaitie- while debts were hanging 
over them. There could be no legal 
action taken against them while thy 
were in the service, and those return­ 
ing will need the aid of legal advice 
in getting back into the regular chan­ 
nels of civil life. 
It is the duty of the people to the 
soldiers to aid them in every way pos­ 
sible in getting over any legal diffi­ 
culties arrising from former obliga­ 
tion- before their entrance into
